For this 
report, we rounded up six new aircraft carriers and 
put them through their paces. Well, actually, we tried 
to put them through their paces. Quite frankly, two 
billion dollars doesn't buy the kind of quality that it 
used to!

choice of propulsions, Communication centers, elec- 
tronic warfare equipment, catapults, elevators, 
arresting gear, etc. In each case, we chose what we 
thought was good value for the money.

In order co test these aircraft carriers fairly, we 
sent out a member of our staff posing asa Dictator ofa 
small emerging nation.
